I’ll be away several days 
next week, but with any kind of luck, save for some anriotations on the appendix and 
a final determination of what I’ll be using iA it, it will all be drafted by then. 
When it is typed and I know how many pages I’ll have for the appendix, I’ll make the 
final decision on that and It’ll be ready* I plan to use all the docs of which I 
let you have copies. 

Should you plan to reproduce any docs and have some that as too gray or 
otherwise less distinct that you’d like, make a mental note to ask me* I’ve a 
simple, inexpensive way of making them more legible without in any way doctoring them 

I’ve not heard from Parallax, but Jones told me Saturday they expect the 
first copies of Oswald *^n Orleans perhaps next week* I’ve asked them to send you 
and ^^ancy copies, but that may be slow* Phone them I’d you’d like them earlier.
